Before 
Ion;"  v/c  should  boiFin  work  on  this  ex- 
hibit* Anything  the  enrolleos  might 
ha've  made  or  might  make  before  that 
time  which  shov/s  skill  or  is  interest- 
ing can  bo  used,  \7o  want  rustic  fur- 
niture especially.  This  can  bo  used  to 
an  advantage  in  the  small  lobby  which 
will  be  in  the  contcr  of  the  onhibit. 

Save  anything  you  como  across  of  this 
nature.  Pictures  will  be  especially 
helpful. 

This  office  v/ould  like  an  orihibit  that 
could  bo  kept  in  this  place  pormanont- 
ly.  Smaller  objects  would  be  prefer- 
able since  our  office  spaco  is  limited, 
however  a few  pieces  of  furniture  could

2.  AGRICULTURE; 

Since  most  of  the  boys  from  the  farm  that 
are  now  in  the  CCC  will  n'lturally  have  to 
go  back  to  the  farm  it  is  essential  that 
tliosc  men  be  given  some  specific  training 
in  agriculturo.1  subjects*  Tlicro  are  se- 
veral vr’ys  in  which  this  might  bo  accom- 
plished, First,  you  might  ccntact  your 
local  county  agent  and  got  him  to  como 
out  to  your  camp  at  regular  intervals 
and  conduct  classes  or  assist  in  carry- 
ing on  projects.  Most  of  your  county 
o.gcntc  will  be  glad  to  holi)  you  out  in 
this  nr.  t tor.  I would  n.'t  ask  the  county 
agent  tc  ceme  cut  to  each  class  mooting, 
hewover,  since  me  st  cf  those  men  arc  ra- 
ther biisy.  Bettor  results  will  bo  ob- 
tained if  the  county  agent  directs  the 
work  while  a me  onrolloc  or  camp  educa- 
tional adviser  .attends  to  the  details 

of  the  course.  Any  number  rf  bulletins 
can  be  obtained  free  of  charge  from  the 
Dop  rtnont  of  Agriculture  or  from  tho 
University  Enporiment  St  .t ion  v/hich  can 
be  used  .as  tents  or  as  roforcnco  meto- 
rial. 


If  it  is  impossible  to  get  the  as sis - 
tance  cf  the  county  agent  it  is  usual- 
ly possible  tc  got  the  County  Voca- 
tional Agriculture  teacher.  This  is 
usually  a young  nan.  These  teachers 
Ir.vc  been  instructed  by  their  loader 
tc  assist  yea  wherever  it  is  possible 
They  .are  prepared  tc  teach  any  agri- 
cultural subject  or  direct  work  along 
those  linos.  Sono  arc  ospcci<ally 
good  in  agricultural  engineering.

Ittontion  is  ag?.  in  called  tc  the  fo.ct 
that  it  is  possible  to  got  o.sEistanco 
in  this  course  frem  your  local  Cliovro- 
lot  Dealer*  Seme  very  succcssfud 
courses  h.vc  boon  v/erkod  cut  by  hav- 
ing tho  onrcllooG  to  go  into  tov/n  tc 
the  dealer’s  garage  where  there  are 
tools  and  -.vhoro  tho  mechanics  can 
teach  the  group.  In  cases  where  this 
is  iirpcssiblc  some  advisors  have  giv- 
en old  motors  and  once  aach  v.xolc  a 
mechanic  comes  cut  to  tho  camp  and 
gives  a locture  on  tho  vari'^us  phases 
of  the  motor.  Contact  has  boon  made 
with  the  Ford  Motor  Cempo-ny  ‘ nd  some- 
time in  the  nc'r  future  the  Ford  Cli- 
nic will  como  to  your  camp.
